IMPLEMENTATION OF LEGISLAT 
REGARDING SEX DISCRIMINATI 
WILL HAVE SIGNIFICANT IMP 


PORTERVILLE — Recent 
legislation regarding sex 
discrimination in public schools 
is expected to have a significant 
impact in Porterville Public 
school’s physical education 
classes, athletic programs, and 
some regular curriculum 
offerings according to 
Superintendent Dr. Jacob 
Rankin. 

the legislation, called Title IX 
regulations, had a deadline of 
July 21, 1976 ~for full 
compliance at the elementary 
level, Rankin stated, but 
Porterville like many other 
districts in the state has not 
initiated all the necessary steps 
to achieve full compliance with 
the law. Rankin said the district 
will not be penalized for missing 
the July deadline, but work in 
the direction of compliance 
must begin now. 

He added that the high school 
district has until July, 1978 to 
achieve full compliance in 
making PE, athletics, and course 
titles equally applicable to both 
males and females. 

The legislation is designed to 
do away with sex stereotyping in 
all publicly-funded institutions. 
At a recent school 
administrators workshop, Far 
West Laboratory consultant, 
Cynthia Stateman, outlined the 
effects Title IX is expected to 
have on California schools. 

Miss Stateman said Title IX is 
not a “women’s law,” nor does 
it deal with discrimination in the 
areas of race, creed, religion, or 
national origin. These, she said, 
are covered adequately by the 
Civil Rights Act of 1969. 

Among the areas Title IX 
does influence are course 
descriptions that would indicate 
a particular class is more suitable 
for one sex than another. Course 
titles such as “Volleyball for 
Girls” or “Self Defense for 
Women” will no longer be 
acceptable. 

In the areas of counseling and 
guidance, she said, counselors 
will be expected to refrain from 
automatically channeling girls 
into Home Economics courses, 
or boys into Auto Shop or 
Welding classes. Students should 
have the opportunity to be 
exposed to the full spectrum of 
career choices, she said. 

School districts throughout 
the state will be required to 
appoint a Title IX coordinator 
to make sure the spirit of the 
law is observed; to arrange 
in-service training for teachers 
and administrators so the 
regulations are fully understood; 
and to develop a_ grievance 
procedure for students and 
parents who may feel that Title 
IX edicts are not being followed. 

School districts must also 
develop a written policy of 
non-discrimination, to be 
adopted by the governing 
boards. Notice must also be 
given to private businesses, 
industries, and organizations 
that deal directly with the 
school - that violations of Title 
IX by them could cause the 
district to terminate future 
business transactions. 
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Most importantly, Miss | 
Stateman said, districts must | 
conduct an on-going 
self-evaluation of Title IX 
compliance, and must also 
develop a written plan of action 
aimed at alleviating any areas of 
non-compliance. 

Rankin said’ that some areas 
of curriculum are allowed 
exceptions to the regulations - i: 
including separate sex education 
classes and division of vocal 
groups and choruses by sex. 

Title IX will have its most 
far-reaching effect in Porterville 
in the areas of physical 
education and athletics, Rankin 
stated. For purposes of 
instruction, all activities must be 
coeducational. Contact sports 
must, however, be separate in 
competition on the basis of sex. 
Non-Contact PE activities must 
be taught and played 
coeducationally, although teams 
can still be selected on the basis 
of ability. 

After-school athletics - as 
distinguished from PE - may be 
separated by contact and 
non-contact sports, but 
non-contact teams must be 
selected on the basis of ability, 
not sex. 

School clubs and 
organizations may not be named 
so as to appear more appropriate 
for one sex than the other. Hair 
length and dress codes must be 
uniform for both sexes. Pregnant i 
and married students may ( 
choose to be in separate classes, 
but school districts will not be 
allowed to make separate classes 
mandatory. Pregnancy and 
childbirth will be treated as a 
temporary health impairment, 
with the time-length of 
impairment to be decided by a 
physician. 

The watchdog for Title IX 

compliance is the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. 
Their leverage in: enforcing Title 
IX regulations is total or partial 
withdrawal of federal funding 
for any. district out of 
compliance.

Several elections ago I | 
startled on opening my samph 


two ballots in the envelope. The 
trouble ‘was that one was in 
English and the other was in- 
Spanish. I thought possibly the 
printer had made a mistake and 
was sending out ballots for 
Sonora or Jalisco, but in readin 
the two in an unskilled way, 
found the Spanish was a 
translation, or vice versa. 

Inquiry round and about 
turned up the fact that everyone 
else who was a registered voter 
received dual language 
ballots.* Everyone wondered 
where and why, but assumed 
that. this was another 
bureaucratic brainstorm. Each 
succeeding election we have 
again been treated with this 
dualism which stimulated the 
citizens to much comment, but 
little action. If a regulation 
doesn’t affect us personally, we 
are a little slow to react. 

I finally asked my friend, 
Baldomero, what he thought of 
this system. He was born in 
Mexico and came. to the United 
States from choice. He also 
studied, learned English and 
became a naturalized citizen. His 
immediate answer was an 
eloquent shrug, which in any | 
language translates into ~ 
“Damned follishness.” His — 
feeling was that citizens were 
here from choice, no matter 
what their heritage, and that it 
was their obligation to follow 
the customs of this country. 
Also, he felt that making a 
special printing of a ballot, 
whether in Spanish, Chinese or 
Sanskrit was insulting, because it 
implied a lack of capability 
among the citizens. 

Then, last election my 
curiosity got the better of me, 
and I phoned our man in 
Sacramento, Gordon Duffy and 
Asked where this dual ballot 
business originated. He stated 
that our ex-Senator from 
California, Mr. Tunney, was 
responsible for this law, which 
only proves that Mr. Tunney 
did, after all do something while 
he. was in Washington. Not 
much, but something. 

Now, Congressman Bill 
Ketchum is introducing 
legislation to repeal this law. On 
checking with County Clerks, he 
found that the non-English 
ballot was used less than 1% of 
the time, making it costly as well 
as insulting. Who knows? Maybe 
we should go a step further and 
just have a show of hands.

THE LUCK OF THE 

RAISIN 

Good and bad luck seems to 
come in bunches... at least it 
seems that way for California’s 
raisin grape growers. The 1975 
crop was a record breaker and 
made that year a prosperous one 
for raisin farmers. 1976 turned 
out just the opposite. At the 
critical peak of the harvesting 
season in September, the worst 
thing that could happen to a 
raisin grower took place. The 
rains came down, completely 
destroying 55% of the 
anticipated California 
production. Another 35% was 
only partially salvageable. 

The largest marketer of 
California raisins is Sun-Maid 
Raisin Growers of California, a 
cooperative owned by. its 
grower-members. Reporting to 
the membership, Sun-Maid’s 
President Frank Light, recently 
indicated that several other 
problems have cropped ap 
besides the devastating weather 
related losses. ‘‘Califomia 
agriculture in total is confronted 
with problems in international 
trade and farm labor which 
could be more costly than the 
rain damage to our 76 crop,” 
cited Light: ‘ 

FOREIGN IMPORTS 

The problem Light foresees 
with the big shortage of raisins is 
maintaining the customers 
Sun-Maid has developed over the 
years. “When our members’ 
crops were so_ severely 
destroyed, it’ was clear that we 
had a mandate to procure raisins 
wherever possible to protect our 
most valued marketing 
franchise,” said Light. To assure 
customers of enough - raisins, 
Sun-Maid arranged for 
importation of raisins from 
foreign producers and bought 
off-grade fruit from independent 
growers. The Sun-Maid President 
reported that member deliveries 
that could meet incoming 
industry quality standards were 
less than 10% of anticipated 
1976 production - of natural 
Thompson Seedless raisins. The 
grower-owned - cooperative has 
apparently been successful 
reconditioning some of the 
off-grade raisins. According to 
Light, “Our success or failure 
this year depends on our ability 
to salvage as much as possible 
from the reconditioning pools.”

Another concern voiced by 
Light involved the State. 
Marketing Order for raisins. 
Light announced a major policy 
change in this area and said 
Sun-Maid will actively seek 
cancellation of the California 
Raisin Advisory Board. “We 
have been quite disappointed 
and discouraged by our state 


government’s legislative and~ 


administrative attitude toward 
agriculture and marketing orders 
in general. It is no secret that we 


believe that our members’ funds” 


have been inefficiently managed 
by- the California Raisin 
Advisory Board.” Light said 
legislation is underway — that 
would transfer all marketing 
order functions for California 
raisins to federal programs.

animals to get their share after 
the others get full. If only one 
day’s ration is provided at a 
time, the strong, bossy animals 
get more than their share and 
the timid ones don’t get 
enough,” explains Torell. 

He added that the livestock 
will probably clean up three 
day’s feed in 1% to 2 days, but 
that they can afford to miss a 
day or so before the next 
feeding.
